INCE our new Viceroy the Marquis de 
los Balbafes arriv’d here from Genoa, he 
endeavours all he can, to put this Kingdon 
into a good Condition, and to maintain the 
Inrereft of the Prefent Government : But the 

Lofs of the Kngdom of Naples feems to have di- 
vided the Afflehious of the Nobility and Com- 
monalty. ‘The Viceroy has pofted all the Troops 
thar are in cbis Kingdom, in this City, in Mefiina, 
and in the Caftle of Syracufa, which three Places he 
will endeavour principally tokeep. We bave Ad- 
vice that 25000 Piftoles, which the Marquis de los 
Belbafes fear in a Feiucca to the Duke d’ Efca- 
lone, ac carried fafe Gaeta.

Neples, Aug. 23- Count Maruni:z, our n-w Vice- 
s endeavouring to find out Meansto fuppreis 
all ho with which the People are overbut- 
dec'd. ihe Secretary of War, who was look’d 
upon to be diffaffected , is turn’d out, and tke Se- 
cretary of the Court of Juftice is put inro bis Room. 
Count Taun, between whom and our Viceroy there 
is no very good Underftanding, is come hither 
from before Gaeta. The ill Adminiftration of the 
Bak of the Poor having given Caufe for feveral 
Complaints, the Banker or Treafurer is taken in- 
to Cuftody, but the other Officers are got out of 
the Way. Great Preparations are continu’d to be 
made for the istended Siege of Gaeta, and 1oo900 
Ducats have been borrow’d of the chief Mer- 
coaats of this Ciry ; and Part of the Revenues 
of the Crown are mortgag’d to them for their 
Security. A Tartane coming from Sardinia, and la- 
den with Meal and other Provifions for Gaeta, 
has been taken near that Place. They write from 
the Abruzzo, that 200 Germans and 300 Neapo- 
lirans of the Troops of that famous Scaraleggia 
are enter’¢ intro Garrifon in the Town and Ca- 
fle of Aquila; and that the Duke of Atri is re- 
td invo Pefcarz, where he pretends to make a vi- 
gorons Defence, in cafe he be attack’d.

Rome, Aug.27. The Cardinal del Giudici having an

heavy Cannon and gocd ftore of Ammuniur, io 
form the Siege of Pefcara in the Abruzzo; whi- 
ther the Duke of Atri was retir’s.

Rome, Aug. 27. Pricce of T.x:s has not 
cbey’d the Pope’s Command to take down the Aims 
of King Charles III. from the Gates of his Palece ; 
alledging that the Palace belengs ro the Emp rour, 
and that he himfclf is a Sabje& and Minifter of 
the faid King. However to avoid all Denper he 
is retir'd inco the Church of rhe Guardian Angel, 
and has order’d his Palace to be fhut up; bur the 
Arms remain over the Gates.

Vienna, Aug. 31. We have here a Copy of ‘he 
Pope’s Excommunication of the Duke of Savoy, 
and fome of the Emperour’s and his Rovel High- 
nefs’s Minifters and Generals. Among other Cauf gs 
alledg’d againft the Duke, one is. thar he had 
oblig’d the Clergy, who had purcha:’d Eftares in 
Land, to pay as great Taxes as the former Propri- 
etors had paid.
